Worthwhile Document 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Few nonfiction books of recent 
times are likely to stir as much 
interest or controversy aa Robert 
Donovan’s “ Eisenhower: The In­ 
side Story.” Its appearance raises 
some questions we all ought to 
look at. 
For one thing, there is the mat­ 
ter of the administration’s making 
available to Donovan, a New York 
Herald Tribune reporter, intimate 
proceedings 
of 
the 
executive 
branch of a character heretofore 
always withheld from both Con­ 
gress and the courts. 
Naturally enough, Congress is 
annoyed. Thus far senators have 
failed to get any administration 
spokesman to appear before them 
to discuss the issue. The Eisen­ 
hower people are saying nothing 
in public at all, but general report 
has it that Sherman Adams, top 
presidential assistant, made the 
material available. 
No doubt Congress will recall 
the Donovan book whenever in the 
future it demands documents or 
other information from the White 
House. No doubt, too, th* refusal 
to give this material will ba just 
as firm as in the past. 
To some this might seem both 
unfair and unreasonable. Bvt there 
is nevertheless rather broad ac­ 
ceptance for the idea that any ad­ 
ministration is privileged to judge 
for itself what information shall 
be disclosed, and to whom. 
Handing “inside stuff’ over to 
a single reporter is not an unpre­ 
cedented procedure. Ernest Und- 
ley did a similar job an Franklin 
.Roosevelt's first term, and Joseph 
Al sop and his collaborators turn­ 
ed out three volumes on his second 
term. 
An administration bent en giv­ 
ing out the story will of coarse 
choose a reporter reasonably sym­ 
pathetic to its causa. Inevitably, 
too, because of the delicate secur­ 
ity questions involved in many of 
today’s affairs, it must restrict 
release. 
Donovan had to get a 
top-grade (^ clearance before he 
could peek at the documents. 
Within these necessary limita­ 
tions, Donovan is felt by most crit­ 
ics to have done a pretty competent 
job of reporting on what he was 
shown and could learn. 
We have to understand that H 
isn’t the complete “inside story.” 
It is founded mainly on minutes of 
Mr. Eisenhower’s 
cabinet meet­ 
ings. Proceedings of the top-level 
National Security Council, where 
most of the big decisions affecting 
peace and defense are taken, are 
not involved. 
Vital staff discus­ 
sions in the nature of things are 
also not drawn upon. 
Nevertheless, there is much fas­ 
cinating material in his book, and 
not all of it complimentary to the 
administration, 
by a long shot 
Evidence of that is the Democratic 
declaration that it will be used by 
the party’s candidates in the com­ 
ing campaign. 
What the book discloses is a sub­ 
ject in itself. Suffice it to say here 
that politicians, newsmen, histor­ 
ians and ordinary citizens should 
all be glad it has been published. 
We cannot help but be better in­ 
formed because of it.

These dictators are responsible 
for the assassination of many 
thousands of people, 
and aveng­ 
ing 
relatives and political 
sup­ 
porters may be lying in wait for 
them, virtually on the banks of 
Uaele Sam’s Panama Canal. 
Those who talk about “security 
measures” 
in the 
Republic of 
Panama are reminded that the 
President of Panama, Col. Jose 
A. Remon, was shot to death like 
a sitting duck in the very 
pres­ 
ence of secret police 
and body­ 
guards at the Juan Franco race 
track in Panama on Jan. 2, 1955. 
The Panamanians were unable 
to protect 
their own 
president, 
who had complete control of the 
National Guard and the Panaman­ 
ian secret police. 
Yet they now 
claim they can protect 16 presi­ 
dents who will be assembled with 
Eisenhower in Panama.

When senators who live in 
the midwest or the south 
have 
gone home recently, they found 
• representatives 
of 
local 
power 
(companies waiting to buttonhole 
them at the airport 
or railroad 
I station, whether the time was 5 
I a. rn. or ll p. rn. 
Approximately 
$1,000,000 
was 
I spent by the private utilities in 
'leading magazines for advertise­ 
m ents 
opposing the big federal 
dam at Hell’s Canyon. The last 
series of ads, published in May, 
was estimated at around 
$300,- 
000. This was the third in a ser­ 
ies. 
This cost, of course, came 
out of the rates paid by electricity 
users throughout the nation. 
The utility lobby even took a 
junket of newsmen to the Pacific 
northwest earlier this year for a 
look at Hells Canyon. 
Airplane 
travel was free; liquor was lav­ 
ish. 
Filing over the famous canyon, 
newsmen saw a bridge down be­ 
low and asked about it. “That’s 
built to carry materials across the 
I Snake River,” explained a power 
company official, “but as far as 
we’re concerned it doesn’t exist.” 
What 
he meant was 
that the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
was 
so anxious to help speed up con­ 
struction of the Ida Power Com­ 
pany’s small dam at Hells Can­ 
yon before Congress could act, it 
let Idaho Power build 
a bridge 
without the O .K. of the chief of 
Army Engineers and the 
secre­ 
tary of Army—which is a crim­ 
inal offense. 
On January 3 of this year, Idaho 
Power 
filed 
for permission 
to 
build the bridge. Under the law 
three weeks are required for any 
opposition to file protests. But on 
January 9, six days 
later, 
the 
power company went ahead with 
its bridge without a license from 
the Army to build. 
When Senator Morse of Oregon 
wrote 
the 
Justice 
Department 
March IO, pointing out that 
this 
was subject to criminal prosecu­ 
tion, he did not receive a reply 
for two months. 
During this two 
months the bridge was completed. 
Finally, on May 8, he received 
a repfy from Warren Olney, chief 
of the Justice Department’s Crim­ 
inal Division, admitting: 
“As 
your 
letter 
states, 
the 
commencement of construction of 
this bridge without prior approval 
of the plans by the chief of engin­ 
eers and secretary of the Army is 
a violation of 33 USC 401 for which 
criminal sanctions are provided.” 
However, 
Olney 
went 
on to 
point out that another section of 
the law which he quite 
frankly 
admitted was “somewhat unus­ 
ual” provides that “it shall be 
the duty of district attorneys of 
the 
United States 
to vigorously 
prosecute all offenders whenever 
requested to do so by the secre­ 
tary of the Army.” 
And 
since 
Secretary 
of the 
Army Bracker, a part of Charlie 
Wilson’s 
Pentagon team, 
would 
not request prosecution, 
Olney 
said he could not prosecute. 
Tliis is one slight indication of 
how far the administration leaned 
over backward to help the utili­ 
ties take over the one remaining 
big damsite in the U. S. A. while 
letting Uncle Sam take over the 
poorer damsites.

Flag Gen. Posey Carried in Revolutionary 
War Battle Rests at Shawneetown 


EDITOR S NOTE: This is a 
story written by Guy la More* 
land. which appeared recently 
in The Cairo (111.) Evening

It tells of the Revo­ 
lutionary Flag carried by Gen. 
Thomas Posey which is kept 
at Shawneetown. 
The story 
was supplied by Louis Aaron 
of Harrisburg, president of the 
Saline County Historical socie­ 
ty, who is a friend of the writ­ 
er.

This is the story of the Shawnee­ 
town Flag. Actually it is the flag 
of General Thomas Posey, hut in 
the w ay of peoDle, it has come to 
be known by the town in which 
it is to be seen, rather than by the 
name of the man who owned it. 
At one time, the state of Indiana 
offered $10,000 for it but the mon­ 
ey was never appropriated. 
It w as carried by General Posey 
at the Battle of Stoney Point when 
he w as leader of the battalion that 
successfully stormed the English , 
stronghold in the 
Revolutionary j 
War: 
Mrs. H. J, Walker, writing in 
the book, ‘ Revolutionary Soldiers 
Buried in Illinois, gives the follow­ 
ing information: 
“ Gen, Thomas Posey was born in 
Virginia, July 9. 1750. 
He served 
as captain in the Seventh Virginia 
Regiment: in 1776 was promoted 
to major in Col. Daniel Morgan’s 
regiment He was made lieutenant- 
colonel. and after the close of the 
war was made brigadier general. 
He was in the battles of Monmouth, 
Stoney Point, and was at York­ 
town. In 1794 he removed to Ken­ 
tucky. where he was a senator 
in 1805-06. He also served in the 
War of 1812. He was governor of 
tedian Territory, serving until it 
wa* made a state in 1816. He re­ 
moved to Illinois, settling in Gal­ 
latin county, where he died March 
It, 1818. He is buried near Shaw­ 
neetown, and his grave is mark­ 
ed by a monument 
The monument is a low box like 
vault of large stone slabs in the 
Westwood Cemetery 
about 
two 
miles north of Shawneetown. 
Mrs. John S. Hacker (Fannie 
Posey), 
wife of one of Cairo’s 
river b<?at captains, wa* a direct 
descendant of Gen. Posey, thus 
giving'Cairo a direct interest in 
the story of the Shawneetown flag. 
The flag is in fragmentary con­ 
dition. The size is now 38 inches 
wide and 59 inches long. 
A flag

inch es, so the original conjectural 
see would be about 4 by 5 feet.” 
It is interesting to note that the 
Mars are not arranged in a circle. 
There was na provision in the reso­ 
lution adopted June 14, 1777 aa to 
hew the stars should he arranged 
and it is a much argued point 
Among some historians. 
The resolution adopted by the 
Continental Congress states: “the 
flag of the United States be 13 
atripes-red mid white; that the 
union lie IS stars, white im a blue 
field, representing a new constel­ 
lation.” 
This design appears to have de­ 
veloped from an earlier flag, the 
Grand Union Flag of 13 red and 
white stripes, bot hearing en its 
union tile crosses of St. George and 
fit. Andrew, signifying the Colo­ 
nists’ mother country. 
This first 
flag was also known as Congress 
Colors, because it first floated ever 
the Continental Navy controlled by 
the Congress. 
The 13-star flag was adopted pri­ 
marily as a marine emblem. John

The infantry obtained the 
same right in 1841; the cavalry in 
1887. 
Nevertheless,

picted it in battle in numerous fa­ 
mous paintings of the Revolution­ 
ary War. 
Mrs. Henry William English, giv­ 
en as an authority by th# Kentucky 
Historical Society and one who 
knew William Posey, son of Gen­ 
eral Posey and she knew many 
older people in Jacksonville who 
had known the General and it w'as 
from them she gathered her ma­ 
terial, writes: 
“General Posey scaled the Fort 
with the flag and planted it inside 
the Fort.

Weinberger Kidnaping ii Case No. 517 
Ie FN ; AH But 2 Are Marked 'Solved' 
By KENNETH GILMORE 
NEA Staff Correspondent 
WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Small 
wonder the kidnapper of tiny Peter 
Weinberger wrote the words, “I 
am scared stiff." 
Few kidnappers in recent times 
have gotten away with their hein­ 
ous crime. And when caught the 
penalties have been stiff. 
A select group of over 230 indi­ 
viduals can testify that abduction 
is dangerous and doesn’t pay off. 
They’re the dregs of society now 
sitting behind federal bars because 
they tried their hand at kidnap­ 
ping. 
• • • 
Many errors led to their appre­ 
hension and conviction but the big 
mistake they all made was crossing 
an interstate line with their victim. 
Hut gave the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation the chance to unleash 
its agents. 
Now the snatcher of Peter Wein­ 
berger has Uncle Sam’s cops to 
worry about, for the FBI is offi­ 
cially in on the case. 
Under the federal kidnapping 
statute, G-men are allowed to take 
part in a local kidnap investiga­ 
tion after a time lapse of seven 
days. The assumption is that the 
hostage has been carried across a 
state boundary by that time. 
For the FBI this is kidnapping 
ease No. 517 and according to their 
records only two past cases are 
still unsolved. 
This is one reason why 719 per­ 
sons have entered U. S. jails in the 
hut 20 years for kidnapping. These 
figures come from the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Prisons. 
From June 1954 to June 1955 
officials of the FBI also reveal that 
34 men and three women were 
sent to federal prisons for kidnap­ 
ping. 
Their sentences averaged 
nearly 12 years and ranged from 
two years to life imprisonment. 
Then there are some kidnappers 


who aren’t around to tell about 
their mistakes. Since 1930 16 of 
them have been executed. 
Most notable of these in recent 
.years was the gas chamber execu­ 
tion of flowsie Mrs. Bonnie Brown 
Heady and her lumpy lover, Carl 
I Austin Hall. The gruesome couple 
shocked and enraged the nation 
by their kidnapping murder of Bob­ 
by Greenlease three years ago. 
A crim such as this and the cold­ 
blooded Weinberger kidnapping 
have caused millions to ask what 
kind of human is it that steals an­ 
other person away. 
Experts agree there is no set pat­ 
tern, for types of kidnappings vary 
from rape to maternal desire for a 
child. 
• • • 
FBI files show that in several 
cases kidnappers have been persons 
who posed as baby sitters. 
For 
example, in November, 1953, a sit­ 
ter took five-month old Tommie 
Doughty from Indiana to Okla­ 
homa. She was apprehended and 
sentenced to 20 years in federal 
court. 
And the code name used 
in the Weinberger note is, “Your 
Baby Sitter.” 
In another case that same year 
the tables were turned. 
An 18- 
year old girl was hired to baby 
sit, but it was just a ruse. 
She 
was taken from Arkansas to Ten­ 
nessee and raped. The culprit was 
caught and got 25 years. 
• • • 
Generally, money is the greatest 
motivating factor in kidnapping. In 
the Greenlease case $600,000 was 
demanded and paid. 
The first recorded instance of 
child kidnapping in the U. S. in­ 
volved a ransom demand of $20,- 
000. It came by mail after 4-year- 
old Charlie Ross was taken from 
Germantown, Pa., in 1874. 
The 
child was never found. 


House Committee

WASHINGTON mn— The House 
Ways and Means Committee Wad- 
! nesday slapped together a bill to 
! cut everybody’s income taxes—and 
then killed it by a 1-vote margin. 
The vote was 13-12. 
The bill 
would have had no chance of en­ 
actment this year, even if it had 
cleared the committee. 
The suddenly proposed bill would 
have granted tax cuts ranging 
from $200 to $910 a year for tax­ 
payers who could afford to con­ 
tribute as much as $1,000 a year 
into a pension plan for their old 
age. 
The action came when the com­ 
mittee called up for a vote a bill 
to exempt railway workers from 
paying income taxes on the money 
they contribute to their pension 
funds. The administration has op­ 
posed it on grounds that it would 
give them 
“preferential 
treat­ 
ment.” 
The committee amended it to 
extend the same treatment to ev­ 
erybody else, including those cov­ 
ered by social security and fed­ 
eral, state and local government 
employes. 
Then, it added a provision to 
grant even bigger tax relief to 
self-employed persons who aren’t 
covered by pension funds and who 
set up their own pension plans. 
Then, the committee agreed to 
broaden that provision to extend 
it to every body whether he is cov­ 
ered by pension plan or not. 
Then, the whole bill—loaded up 
like a Christmas tree with some­ 
thing for everybody—was put to 
a vote and rejected.

Battle of 'Bean Balr in Majors Rapidly 
Approaching Critical Danger Point

NEW YORK (IP) — Baseball’s 
“battle of the bean ball” is rapid­ 
ly approaching the same critical 
danger point today that brought 
about 
the 
national 
pastime’s 
greatest tragedy 36 years ago. 
The age-old cry of “brush him 
back”—an angry entreaty for the 
pitcher to knock the batter down— 
echoes from virtually every dug­ 
out in both major leagues. 
One of this season’s victims, Don 
Zimmer of the Dodgers, already 
is through for the year, perhaps 
done with baseball. Another vic­ 
tim, 
Hank Thompson 
o f the 
Giants, goes around with a nag­ 
ging constant buzzing in his head. 
Pitchers 
consider 
the “brush 
back pitch,” which is only a polite 
name for a bean ball, part of their 
“bread and butter.” 
They only 
mean to intimidate the batters, 
not kill them. Occasionally, how­ 
ever, something goes wrong. 
One of those times was a mild 
August day in 1920, the kind of 
day it felt good to be alive. 


Chapman Gets Hit

Clarify Balloting 
On Wheat Quotas 


Farmers whose names are not 
on the County ASC registers are 
not necessarily ineligible to vote 
in the July 20 wheat marketing 
quota referendum, 
according to 
Herman Driskell, chairman of the 
Saline County Agricultural Stabili­ 
zation and Conservation commit­ 
tee. 
Where the farmer’s eligibility to 
vote cannot immediately be estab­ 
lished, the chairman explained, the 
regulations which govern the hold­ 
ing of the referendum provide that 
such a farmer may vote a “chal­ 
lenged” ballot. This merely means 
that the farmer’s eligibility to vote 
will be determined by the local 
county committee before his bal­ 
lot is tabulated as a “valid” bal­ 
lot. 
Such a determination must 
be made within four days after the 
date of the referendum. 
Farmers eligible to vote in the 
July 20 wheat quota referendum 
are those farmers who intend to 
harvest more than 
IS acres of 
wheat for grain on the farm in 
1957. Such farmers must also be 
entitled to share in the proceeds 
of such wheat crop as owner-opera- 
tor, cash tenant, standing rent or 
fixed rent tenant, landlord of a 
share 
tenant, 
share tenant, or 
sharecropper. 
In addition, if a person engages 
in the 
production 
of wheat as 
guardian, administrator, executor, 
or trustee in such a manner as 
to qualify as a voter, he will be 
eligible to vote in the capacity of 
guardian, administrator, executor, 
or trustee. 
In such cases, how­ 
ever, the persons for whom he is 
acting in a fiduciary capacity will 
not be eligible to vote. 
County ASC committees are di­ 
rected to make an investigation 
in each case of controversy or dis­ 
pute regarding the eligibility of a 
voter to cast a ballot in the wheat 
referendum.

U. S. Command 
To Leave Tokyo 
Within Year 


WASHINGTON (UR)—U. S. plans 
for overhauling the military high 
command irr the Pacific could bring 
closer the promised “progressive 
withdrawal” of American ground 
forces from Japan, authorities said 
today. 
In a far-reaching shakeup, the 
Defense 
Department 
announced 
Wednesday night that U. S. Far 
East Command Headquarters in 
Tokyo will be abolished in a year. I 
Its defense area — Okinawa, Japan 
and Korea — and its responsibili­ 
ties will be merged into Adm. Felix 
Stump’s U. S. Pacific Command 
headquarters in Hawaii. 
The shakeup will not affect U. 
S. troops now on Okinawa. 
Stump currently is responsible 
for the rest of the Pacific area with 
Army, Navy and air forces under 
his joint command. 
Military authorities said one ef­ 
fect of the move may be to encour­ 
age Japan to speed up its lagging 
rearmament efforts. 
The United 
States is pressing for a Japanese 
ground force of 350,000 men and 
IO divisions. 
Japanese military 
leaders favor 180,000. 
The United States and Japan 
agreed in diplomatic talks here last 
August that Japan would assume 
the main responsibility for its home 
defense as soon as possible. They 
also agreed to a “progressive with­ 
drawal” of U. S. ground forces as 
Japanese capabilities increased. 
The United States now has one 
Army division, one Marine regi­ 
ment and support forces in Japan.
